Tbe usually quiet and busy citizens o 


the town of Blue Mound, in this count] 
located on the St. Louis Division of th 
Wabash, St. Louia & Pacific Hallway 
were astounded on learning that Silas 
Duckwall, a young farmer not more tba 
30 years of age, had met a sudden and v 
olent death, "Tbe news passed 
from 


mouth to mouth, and there was a genera 
commotion lor a short time. All rushe 
tome scene, of the fearful catastroph 
when the following facts connected wit 
the sad occurrence were learned: Th 
victim, Silas Duckwall, who resides wit 
his parents near the town of Mt. Auburn 
had come to Blue Mound late in the foro 
noon of yesterday with a load of wheat 
which he sold. Later he purchased 
barrel of salt and some groceries, whici 
he placed in the wagon. It was the 
nearly two o'clock in the afternoon. No 
47, St. Louis Express, due in Decatur a 
3:35 a m., was delayed nearly ten hour 
on account of the smash-up on Sundu 
night near Strawn, aud did not arriv 
at Blue Mound uutil a few minutes be for 
two o'clock. DuckwaU gol into bis wag 
on and started for home, little dreamin 
that he would soon be hurled into cter 
nity. He"3rovc south past Ellis & Wi 
Hams' grain Elevator, and proceeded t 
drive over the crossing of the Wabas 
track, which is but a short distanc 
south of 
the elevator. 
The 
delayci 


passenger train at 
this moment cam 


thundering down the track, and befor 
the fated Duckwall could get out o 
the way nud thus avoid the catastro 
phe, the locomotive struck the wasoi 
and passed on. DucUwall was violent); 
thrown upon tbc pilot of the locomotiv< 
and instantly killed 
He was carriei 


about 200 yards on the pilot southwan 
before 
the 
train was stopped. 
Thi 


lifeless body was removed from'the pilo 
and taken into the depot, where subse 
quenlly the iuqaest was held by Corone 
Diuneen, who was promptly summoned t< 
the scene. 


The locomotive struck ihe'w'agon abou 


the centre, and smashed it into splinters 
knocking all the spokes out of the wheel 
and carrying the shattered bed to tbc 
point where the train was slopped. Th 
horses escaped unhurt, the force of th 
blow jerking the wagon and running gea 
from their leather 
attachments. 
The 


frightened animals ran off but.were sub 
sequently 
caught and 
brought back 


Duckwall had a little dog in the wagon 
with him, and when found it was discov 
ered that Ihe poor little canine had been 
cut in two In some unknown manner. 


Dnckwull's neck was broken aud one 


of his limbs was fractured. He 
was 


an industrious young man, and the only 
support of bis aged parents.

Long Creek township last night, Si miles 
east of Decatur. 
Tbe Urge two-story 


frame boose, of 13 rooms, known at th* 
John W. Tyler homestead property,, 
caught fire from tbe smoke bouse and 
burned to the ground. The dwelling was 
one of the most commodious country res- 
idences in the county, and was occupied' 
by-Mr. Richard Herman, the tenant of the 
Tyler farm. It was'erectcd in 1852, at a. 
cost of about $8,500, the lumber being 
hauled by oxen to the site from Coving- 
ton.Ind. It was one of the old and familiar 
landmarks of that part of the county, and 
one of the best 'appointed dwellings in 
central Illinois. Elder Tyler started out 
early this morning to visit bis old country 
home, where his children were brought, 
and about which cling so many pleasant 
memories, but he did nut know of the ca- 
tastrophe at the time of bis departure, 
and probably did not learn of it until ho 
arrived at the farm and saw the old place 
iu ashes. 


Since writing the above we learn that 


the fire broke outbetwcen 11 and 1 o'clock, 
nnd was first discovered by tbe farm hands 
sleeping in the upper rooms of tbe dwell- 
ing. They were awakened by the dense 
smoke which filjcd tbe rooms, and found 
the smoke-house a mass of flames, which 
bad communicated 'with tbe dwelling, 20 
feet away. They gave the alarm imme- 
diately, but only with great difficulty was. 
a portion of the household ell'ccls saved 
from tho fury, of the flames. The loss- 
cannot fall short of $3,000. The amount 
of insurance, if any, is unknown.

THE amendment to our State consti- 


tution which was voted on at the late 
election,

When this result is officially ascertained 
and the Governor issues his proclama- 
tion declaring its adoption, the amend- 
ment goes into effect.

County Judges, County Clerks, Sheriffs 
and Treasurers, shall be elected at the 
State election in 1382 and every four 
years thereafter, and that at tbe Pres- i 
idential election in 1884 and every four 
years thereafter Coroners and Circuit 
Clerks shall be elected.

ions will be seaiohed in vain t • fiod any 
right to publish as genuine any false 
or forged letter or instrument purport- 
ing to be the act of another, although 
he is a candidate for office 
In such 


case neither the forger nor the publish 
cr of the forgery is writing or publish 
ing' his sentiments ' or opinions within 
the protection of the constitution, or 
discussing any question 
within tho 


range of his lawful rights and cnvi 
leges 
lie is, both avowedly and in 


fact, putting forth to the community as 
true the writing and act of another 
and, if the publication is injurious with 
in the law of libel, ho .s bound in such 
case to know the truth, or to ukc the 
consequences of us falsity

to the forger, and of the publisher with 
the knowledge ol the forgery, there is 
simply a casus omissus in the law of 
felony which the consciences of all de 
cent peoole must recognize, and legiala 
lion ihould hasten to supply

law, such an act cannot be reached ex- 
cept as criminal libel, but 1 thnk it 
cannot be doubted that if the contents 
of euoh forced letter be such as to ex 
pose the alleged writer to censure or 
injury, or public hatred, contempt, or 
ndioulc, or such as might reasonably 
provoke him to a breach of the peace, 
they wit) be clearly hbelous, and the 
venom of libel is only the more poisou- 
ous because the forger has put it into 
the mouth of the party intended to be 
injured 
If there was no precedent, 


the common law is elastic enough to 
cover and redress such public wrong 
In any view of the guilt or innocence 
nf the accused in this oase the question 
ot the forgery of the letter 's of vital 
importance, because, first, if the ac- 
cused actually wrote the letter and 
caused it to be published as genuine, 
those acts constitute a libel for which 
he could be held to trial , or, secondly
